SOME INTERESTING FACTS 


ABOUT JUDGE CRAIG 


(San Bernardino Sun:) The Sun is 
In receipt of a communication 
from 
Justice Victor E. Shaw of the appel­ 
late court, urging the re-election of 
Judge Conrey as presiding Justice and 
rather bitterly attacking Judge Gavin 
Craig, of the Los Angeles 
superior 
court, who IB a candidate against Con­ 
rey for the position on the appellate 
bench. 
Indeed, Judge Shaw goes to 
the extent of saying that "Judge Con- 
rey's most active political 
opponent 
is Oavln Craig, who by reason of his 
youth. Inexperience an'd lack of. abll- 
' Ity, is •absolutely unfit for tbe posi­ 
tion, and'whose election would be a 
Judicial calamity." 


This is 
fiardly 
Judicial 
Janguage. 
Really, it might be taken to Indicate 
that Justice Shaw bad lost tbe Judi 
olal poise himself, and 
started 
the 
Sun to Inquire the reason for all this. 


'We discovered that, first of all. In­ 
stead of being so young and Inexper 
ienced. Judge Craig had been for 10 
years the dean of the Los Angeles 
Law School, In addition to being a 
practicing attorney and a part of the 
time on the bench of the superior 
court himself, 


'We found that when Judge Craig was 
a candidate for the superior bench in 
Los Angeles four years ago, out of a 
large field .of candidates, perhaps not 
less than 20 or 25, he was absolutely 
tbe highest man In tbe finals, his vote 
being larger than that cast for any 
other candidate. 
Which speaks some 
thing for his standing at home. 


We also found—and this is worthy 
of special note—that Judge Oster of 
San Bernardino county was a candl- 
da'fe for the appellate bench against 
Justice Shaw four years ago, and that 
, Judge Craig and Judge Oster conduct­ 
ed a Joint campaign, one for the ap­ 
pellate and the other for the superior 
bench; and Craig may have been In 
part responsible for the splendid vote 
that Judge Oster received in Los An­ 
geles. 
Justice Shaw does not seem 
to have been big enough to overlook 
that, but from his seat on tho appel­ 
late bench, and on the stationery of 
the court, be seeks to make sentiment 
against Craig. 


The Sun has not been paying much 
attention to the court campaigns until 
now, but It also learns that 
Judge 
Conrey was a candidate for the same 
bench once before and was hopeless­ 
ly beaten, but was appointed by Gov­ 
ernor Johnson when death occasioned 
a vacancy. 
So that be Is not a candi­ 
date for re-election, but for election 
after ha-yrlng been appointed. 
Judge 
Conrey has-ben occupying a seat In 
the amen corner of the Progressive 
gathering, while Julge Craig is an out- 
and-out Republican and has not been 
anything else. 


Thanks for the information, Justice 
Shaw, but we cannot agree with your 
view of the casfe. 
And for youth be­ 
ing a bar to promotion, even were the 
charge true, some of the best Judges 
in California went on the bench as 
young men, before they became bias­ 
ed as attorneys generally are from 
fighting 
on one side or another. 
Xs 
exhibits, we might cite the names of 
Judge B. F. Bledsoe, of San Bernar 
dlno, Julge W. M. Conley, of Madera, 
and Judge F. P. Angelotti, ^f the su­ 
preme court, all of whom went into 
the superior court bench before they 
were 30. 


For several 
reasons 
Judge 
Craig 
''looks good" to us, and,the Sun sug­ 
gests to 26,000 voters in San Bernar­ 
dino county that Justice Shaw Is do­ 
ing some "extra-Judicial" work when 
he goes out of his way to Influence 
the choice of voters with reference to 
another 
member 
of 
the 
appellate 
bench.
